The 
only possible thing that could save any 
part of the crop would bo a regular 
flood rain. 
Last year the storm ruined all but 
half the crop, and this year they will 
not harvest at all. 
Hal Aldridge has returned from his 
large rice farm near Sour Like Station 
aud reported that much of his rice was 
doiug fairly well, but that a portion of 
it was not doing very well. 
Mr. Al­ 
dridge waters his rice farm wells sunk 
there by him during last fall and before 
that. 
His harvest, 
however, unless 
something unforseen happens, will bo 
more than 75 per cent of a crop. 
A report comes from Chambers county 
rice farmers that salt water has run j 
into Turtle bayou. 
To this is added 
that Port Arthur farmers are experienc­ 
ing trouble with salt water on aocount 
of the low water in the river and they 
are very uncertain what tho result will 
be. 
The only rice which seems to be 
doing well is in the northern part of the 
country where source of water supply 
is from Price island bayou. 
Of course 
the extended dry weather has some ef­ 
fect on this rice, but so far there have , 
been no reports of a lack of water. 
Taken all around, the rico men claim j 
that there will not be an average of 50 I 
per cent of this crop harvested in Texas j 
this year.
